Goes Up In Smoke, While Firemen and 


Citizens Look On Powerless to Ar- 


rest the Destroying Element 


—Providence Interferes. 


3£i» MEAFOLIB, Minn., Aug. 14.—Two 


tailiinn dollars* worth of property went 
up '.\ flames yesterday afternoon. Over 
200 houses are burned and at least 
1,500 
persons rendered homeless. This 


is the record made by the destroying 
element in the short space of two 
hours. A kind Providence, not the flre 
department nor the feeble property 
owners saved the balance. The fire 
made such headway that no human 
agency could stem it 


It wos u little after 1:80 o'clock when 


a watchman saw a small blaze on the 
river side of J. B. Clark & Co.'s box 
factory, on the south end of St. Nicco- 
let street and St. Anthony's falls. An 
alarm was turned in, but by the time 
the department arrived the flames, 
fanned by a furious south wind, had 
gained such headway that all the fire- 
men could do was to turn their atten- 
tion to adjoining property. 


Where the fire first started is a 


mystery, but it is thought it origin- 
ated either in Lcnhart's wagon works 
or in an ice house be long-Ing" to the Cedar 
Lake Ice Co. 


Clark's box factory was doomed be- 


fore even a stream of water was thrown 
on it 
Next to it, north, Lenhart's 


wagon works and the Cedar Lake ice 
houses were wiped out of existence. 
Farther north were Lintges & Con- 
ner's boiler works, and here the heavi- 
est lost) took place. This firm had a 
stock valued at over ¥50,000 and not a 
cent of insurance. 


While this fire wa<, at its height 


eparkb carried high in the air alighted 
on Boom island nearly half a mile 
above the fire on Niccolet avenue. 
This island is occupied as a wood yard 
by Nelson & Co. The whole island was 
boon ablaze. It was this spark that 
caused the greatest loss. 
Quickly 


jumping across the small btretch of 
water surrounding the island from the 
mainland, the flames gained a footing 
at Nelson, Tanny & Co.'s lumber yard, 
where there was piled several million 
feet of lumber. 


33y this time it was impossible to 


stop it, even had the whole fire depart- 
ment been on hand. Great embers 
were flying through the air and started 
fires blocks away from 
tho places 


where the firemen were at work. The 
tiamcs weie dimply irresistible. Brick 
and stone btructures fell as victims as 
readily as tho merest shells. 


lieyond the lumber yard were the 


two mills belonging to E. Backus & 
Co , and nothing remains except tbe 
smoke stack and mass of wasted ma- 
chinery and charred timbers. J. B. 
Chattenton's post mill and J. W. Wil- 
Bon & Co.'s mill also went. The fire- 
men were powerless to render any as- 
sistance, for 
to reach 
Twentieth 


avenue it would have been necessary 
to 
pass through a furnace. 
The 


bridges, too, were on fire, and there 
was nothing to do but hope for the 
best until some parties could make a 
detour of three miles and reach the 
fire. 


Along the east bank of the river 


were located the mills and lumber 
yards, which were burned, while east 
of them were located many stores and 
residences, most of them frame build- 
ings, occupied by the employes of the 
mills and laboring men. Pew owned 
their dwellings, and their principal 
losses will be their personal effects. 
Large numbers saved their household 
goods, which they stacked in piles, 
over which they stood guard to pre- 
vent 
their being carried away by 


thieves. 


At the brewery, where the fire was 


checked, the citizens did much to aid 
the firemen. With garden hose and 
buckets tliey extinguished all incipient 
blazes, and with the change""in the 
wind all danger was practically over, 
and the fire was allowed to burn itself 
out. All the available fire apparatus 
in the city was in use, and St. I'aul sent 
two engine companies iu response to 
calls for assistance. As yet no loss of 
life is reported. It is believed that all 
the occupants of houses escaped with 
their lives. 
A Thrilling1 Scene with Narrow Escapee. 


About 0 o'clock the fire jumped the 


river, and for some time the West Side 
saw-mill district was in great danger. 
Fortunately the flame's were extin- 
guished before much damage was done. 


At 10 o'clock last night the East Side 


ruins were still ablare, but the flames 
were under control. Many saved only 
the clothes on their backs. 


Between the Plymouth and Avenue 


North bridges on the eaet side of the 
river, there juts out into the river a 
point of land upon which some people, 
principally laborers, and 
saw-mill 


hands reside. The fire soon cut off 
their escape by land and they were in 
imminent danger of being burned to 
death. No boats were at hand and 
the residents were forced into the river 
in order to save their lives.

to this they attempted 
to

their personal effects. Bedding, tool 
chests, furniture and even clothing 
were thrown into the river, tho own- 
ers hoping that they might be able to 
recover them some time. AH this time 
great crowds w«J« on the bridges and 
watched the boats making slow head- 
way towards the rescue of tho people 
in the river. 


The heat was most intense and many 


of the men in the water were compelec 
to duck their heads under the water 
to prevent the flames from scorching 
their faces and heads.

—The new Metropolitan Opera and 


Improvement Co., of New York, was 
incorporated at Albany, March 6, and 
on the 7th each of the thirty-four stock- 
holders sent his check for t30,000 in 
payment for stock. The capital of the 
company is to be 11,060,000, divided 
into 10,500 shares. The scheme of the 
new company includes not only the 
building anew of the Metropolitan Op- 
era house, but also concomitant insti- 
tutions, such as buildings for the culti- 
vation of music, literature and the arts.

Adams was secretary of state. In or- 
der to lithograph it it was wetted, and 
the historic manuscript was nearly 
ruined in the performance. Nearly all 
of the signatures have wholly van- 
ished, while the body of tho text is in 
great part illegible. When Freling- 
huysen was secretary of state that de- 
partment submitted the question of re- 
storing- the declaration t<» scholars and 
chemists.

to do tho work, but it was thought best 
not to attempt it. On the other hand, 
the rough draft of the same document, 
made previously, is as good as new to- 
day, the ink in which it is written being 
perfectly black.—Chicago Herald;

The proposed postponement ot tha 


paving? and improvement of certain 
•tnete, the piving ot which baa been 
ordered by the city council and the 


sment completed on tha property 


and confirmed by the court, in view ot 
the fact that these-assessments draw in- 
iereet under the law, is causing consider- 
able talk, not only among the property 
owners along the atreeta on which theee 
improvements have been ordered but by 
other people also. 


That special aaseeementa draw interest 


from a certain time after the assessment 
rolls have been completed and confirmed 
B well established. That, ia view ot this 
tact, to postpone an improvement for oo» 
or two or three yean, and require the 
property owners to pay the interest 
which in no sense has been earned, would 


i unjast. 
The city council last spring ordered 


certain streets in the city to be paved, 
advertised for bids and let the contracts 
and completed the court proceedings 
maeaaary to get judgment against the 
property bane&tted by such paving. Some 
ot the work has been completed, bnt for 
reasons not necessary to refer to it is) 
bought probable that there msy be 
a postponement ot the work on North 
Water, East Prairie, College Square, 
Saet Maoon, College, South Monroe, 
South Union and West Decatur streets, 
nntil next year. ThismaUea the ques- 
tion of interest on the assessment an im- 
portant item. 


The legislature at its last session pase- 


ed a law providing for a division ot 
special assessments into seven install- 
ments. This law took effect Jnly 1,1893. 
rat it ia an option law and in no eense 
repeals any provision of the old law and 
doet not become operative in any city 
nntil the city council ot such city passes 
an ordinance making it applicable aa the 
ollowing provision ot the act shows: 


That whenever the corporate aathor- 
ties of any city, town ot village have 
leretofore levied, or shall hereafter levy, 
any upeoial assessment pursuant to law, 
t shall be lawful for such corporate an-

.hereof, fo provide Eg ordinance that 
said assessment be divided into install- 
nents, not more than eeven in number, 
iLe first of which installments eball be 
Ine and payable on and after oonfirma- 
ion thereof, and the second installment 
one year thereafter, and so on until! all 
are paid, etc. 


Tbe evidence that tbe new law does 


not apply in these cases IB in the law it- 
self, which requires an action of tbe conn, 
oil to make it apply; and these oases hi 
controversy are governed entirely by the 
old law. Hence the assessment rolls 
having been confirmed between July I 
and November 1, interest begins on the 
Irst day of next January, except as to 
he first ot five installments which draws 
no interest. If the work, therefore, upon 
he etreeta named be postponed, so that 
he property owners will not have the 
leneSle of the improvements for which 
heir property is assessed, they wonld 
pay unearned interest on account of euch 
lostponement on tour-fifths of the esti- 
mated coat of each improvements. Tbe 
estimated coat ia 858,445 and the na- 
earned interest 82,810. The ordinanoeo 
or the paving ot the foregoing etreeta, as 
well as those which have bean completed 
his summer, were passed April S, 1893 
and approved the next day. The city 
advertised tor bids for the pavisaj ot the 
several street*, and accepted bide from 
several contractors to do tbe work. The

The paving 
of each street is ordinance! separately,

ban there ie a fair prospect for the oom- 
iletion ot tbe work. Had this been done 
he present contention could not have 
obtained. After judgments have been 
aken there is no way to avoid paying 
he interest and ageessmenU as they ma- 
ure under the law following the action 
ot the court. Neither the law nor tbe 
court take* any account ot the time the 
work is to be done, and it seems from 
these facts that theie can be no way for 
relief nnless the cease could be reopened

The contracts have been awarded un-

power in either the city council or in the 
contractor to say interest, which under 
the order ot Ihe court and by the pro- 
vwions ot tow begins Jan. 1, 1894, ehall 
not begin until some-fatnre day.

They Called on Constable Hidkiff 


and Offer An Inducement to 


Him to Accompany Them 


to Maoon. 


On last Friday Constable Harry Hid- 


kiff wna in Boliirao on bnaintte con- 
nected with a large wholeeal* boon* m 
this city. He returned and reached hi* 
home on West Maoou street on the aame 
evening. His wife waa taken quite ill 
daring the evening and he had ocoas'on 
to go to a neighbor for eome medioine 
When he returned he had a telephone 
0*11 to oome down town at onoe to the 
offioB on urgent bonneae. He atated that 
hia wife was aiok bat that they should 
call at the hooae it they wished to aee 
him. 
This waa about 930 o'clock. Be- 


fore 10 o'clock they had telephoned twice 
and each tune more urgently requested 
him to oome to the office. The last time 
Mr. Midkiff positively refused to go to 
his office. In leas than ten minutes after 
the last telephone call Mrs. Hidkiff called 
Mr. Uidkiff's attention to the (act that 
same one was calling for him from the 
outside. There, seated in a one-seated 
buggy drawn by two horses, were two 
men whom Mr. Midkiff describee, as 
nearly as it was possible for him to dis- 
cern, one a large, robust - looking 
man, and the other of medium size find 
wore a moustache. The shade thrown by 
the electric light rendered it impossible 
for him to sae them plainly. 
The 


spokesman said 
they were officials 


from 
Lincoln in search of 
a horse 


thief and that they had traced him to 
Deoatar and that he waa seen to start 
towards Maoon about 7 o'clock. 
Mr. 


Mr. Midkiff called their attention to the 
fact that they had lost three hours of val- 
uable time, and asked them it they had 
seen the sheriff or any police officer. 
This question they evaded several times 
and tolci Mr. Midkiff that they were di- 
rected to him and that he would show 
them the road to Maoon. 
Mr. Midkiff 


still remonstrated that he oortld not 
leave his wife sick alone in the house and 
told them lie would not go. They then 
offered him 810 if Ii3 would accompany 
them us tar aa Maoon. Mr. Midkiff grew 
suspicious at this point and stoutly re- 
fused to accompany them. 
Since Fri- 


day Mr. Midkiff has been making dili- 
gent inquiry among the police and county 
officials whether any horse thief had been 
seen around here Friday evening or 
whether these so-called officials had made 
known their mission to any one else. 


There is a mystery surrounding the 


mission of these two men. Mr. Uidkiff, 
in conversation with a REPUBLICAN re- 
porter^tated that in months pest he was 
known to have large stuns of money on 
his person, and that these men had no 
other business than that of robbery in 
view when they called at his house that 
night; and that this theory «eema the 
more plausible when, according to their 
own statement, they had lost three 
hour*' time in the city, and then offered 
aim a sum of money to accompany them 
as far aa Maoon. Had Mr. Hidkiff ac- 
companied the strangers, a thing which 
lie says he would never do, knowing them 
to be such, he would probably have been 
murdered and robbed on the roadside.

Th 
railroads are compelled by law to weig 
the corn when the amount is 50,0( 
bushels in the ear or fifty oars. Th 
purpose is to concentrate shipments 
have weights given, and thus compel th 
railroads to deliver whatever amount i 
weight is delivered to them. If then 
30,000 pounds delivered in a oar here 
the purpose is to compel the railroads tc 
allow tor 30,000 at the destination.

Text of Mayor Moffltt'e Deal with 


Contractors Dempaoy

Tbu afternoon Mayor Moffitt, having 


bad a conference on behalf ot the city 
and property owners with Dempsey & 
Griblio, who were given the contract for 
paving North Water street from Herki- 
mer street to tbe limits, and having 
reached s satisfactory agreement with 
the gentlemen as to the time when in- 
terest should commence, signed the eon- 
tract at tbe city clerk'a offloe, aa tbe party 
ot tbe first part, and Dempsey t Qiblin 
also affixed their sigoatnrea to the paper, 
with L. Barrows and George S. Dnrfee 
as sureties. 
The interesting eectibn ot 


tbe oontrKot in question, agreed to, in as 
follows: 


SIXTH—It is farther expressly stipu- 


lated and agreed by and between said 
parties, that the vouchers said second 
party is to receive in part or fall pay 
ment of said work shall bear no interest 
until said work is completed and ac- 
cepted, and that all interest accrued by 
means of the confirmation ot the tax roll 
in this proceedings before this work is 
completed and aaoepjed shall rebate to 
property owners along said improvement 
in proportion to their respective frontage, 
and that tbe said vouchers shall bear in- 
terest from the time said work ia com 
pleted and accepted. The object and 
purpose of thi9 sixth stipulation ia to 
avoid tbe necessity of collecting or pay- 
ing interest on said special taxes before 
the completion and acceptance ot said 
work. 


The contractors agree to begin the 


paving on or before Hay 1st, 1891, and 
agree to hurry it along as rapidly as 
possible.
